Germany, according to an official statement by a correspondent 
of the European news agency w NANA. n Although there is ho 
foreign exchange in Cuba, thousands of dollars are being paid 
to Russian instructors who have arrived in Cuba to teach the 
Cubans the operation of the submarines* 


In line with the above and regardless of the expense, 
the Bay of Nipe, which is the largest bay in Cuba, is being 
prepared to serve as a base for the submarines* In connection 
with this, properties have already been occupied and expropriated 
by the Cuban Government from the United Fruit Company, which

2. A lack of petroleum in Cuba could bring 
the revolutionary program to a halt but it is fortunate 
for Cuba that Cuba does not stand alone in this respect 
and that Cuba has good friends who have the oil and the 
resources to deliver it. 


3. The United States 1 b waging constant 
aggression against Cuba and the United States Naval Base 
at Guantanamo should be called an enemy base within the 
territory of Cuba. Guevara said that the existence of 
this base is constantly provoking frictions and threaten 
to develop into the "Maine" of the present era. 


4. The United States has bases 90 miles from 
Cuba for light planes in order to constantly attack Cuba 
and attempt to damage its economy. 

5. The Cuban Proletariat must understand the 
Revolutionary Government and constantly produce more 
with their work.

6. Foreign monopolies and private 
enterprises have been the main causes of the economic 
corrosion in Cuba and that is the reason why these 
causes must be completely eradicated. 

7. If the Revolutionary Government's program 
is strictly followed, unemployment in Cuba should end 
by the middle of 1962 and that the per capita income 
should be doubled within the next ten years. 


8, All this will be achieved with one state 
and labor control enterprise which will absorb all 
Industry in Cuba and will be called, "The Pueblo Company, 
S.A." as it was christened by Fidel Castro, Prime

1. Dr. Salvador Masslp had been designated 
Cuban Ambassador to Poland and Dr. Jose stolik had been 
designated as Cuban Charge d* Affairs in Canada, substituting 
for Cuban Ambassador Dr. Luis Baralt, Jr., who resigned 
his post. 


2. The Cuban Economic Mission, headed by 
Captain Antonio Nunez Jimenez signed a final agreement on 
June 18, i960 for the Soviet export of petrole um and 
petroleum products to Cuba. It was reported that the 
minimum oil shipments from Russia to Cuba will be 25 
per cent of Cuba's needs. It was also reported that Cuba 
would save $24 million per year at the price obtained for 
the Soviet oil products.

3. It was also reported that a cultural agreement 
had been signed between Cuba and Russia consisting of 
the exchange of artistic representatives from both 
countries. The Russian Ballet of Georgia would ;be in 
Havana during the week of June 20, i960 and Alicia 
Alonso and the Ballet de Cuba is on its way to Moscow. 

It was also reported that expected Soon In Havana* 

Cuba would be the chorus of the Red Army. 


4. The Executive Council of the University of 
Havana was scheduled to meet on June 20, i960 to 
dishonorably discharge Dr. Aureliano Sanchez Arango 
from the University of Havana because Dr. Arango has 
been waging a campaign against the Revolutionary 
Government of Cuba from abroad.

6. The first half of the twentieth century 
for Cuba has marked the end of Yankee Imperialism; 

In their attempt to survive in Cuba they have been 
represented by such negative elements as the late 
ex-Captain Beaton and abroad by simple professionnl 
mercenaries who are compelled to fight against Cuba 
in order to make a living. 

7. Despite the armed concentration of power 
which the Imperialists have, like Cape Canaveral, Key 
West and others, these bases will be of no avail to the 
United States In their fight against the Cuban Revolution.

On June 24, I960, a confidential informant, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past and who was formerly 
a Cuban Amy officer before resigning in 1959, advised that he 
had received the following information recently from a trusted 
friend who holds a high position in the Cuban Revolutionary 
Amy: 


The informant stated that although the information 
had been received by him Just prior to June 2 4, I960, it had 
been sent to him from Cuba on or about June 9, I960. The 
informant pointed out that his friend in no way agrees with the 
policies of the present Cuban Government but is unable to leave 
his post because of elose surveillance and family ties in Cuba. 

The Informant was advised by his friend that tkings 
in Cuba were "getting worse." This friend felt that he would 
soon be replaced in his Job.. He indicated to the informant 
-that he did not know where he would be sent if relieved of his 
present post. In this connection the inf o man t was told that 
the "Gestapo" in Cuba is terrible. 

It was reported to the informant that Cuban Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro was expecting to confiscate the oil 
companies in Cuba, but was biding his time in order to be in 
a better position. In this connection, Castro had stated at 
a recent meeting that he was delaying; this action not because 
of fear, but because of "intelligence." It was the opinion 
of the inf omant* s friend that Castro has consulted with Russia 
on the matter.

It was stated to the informant that in addition to 
the Chinese who were already in Cuba, a project was underway to 
import over 20,000 Chinese for agriculture pursuits. The 
informant* s friend indicated, however, that from statements 
made by Fidel Castro it was felt that the Chinese were not 
being brought to Cuba for agriculture purposes but would became 
a part of Castro* s Army. It was believed that they would act 
as a ’’peasant militia” in the role of a repressive police. 

Informant was told that in a recent secret meeting 
in Cuba, the idea wan discussed concerning arranging for 
Russian military basis in Cuba. It was stated that this could 
be discussed when Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev visits Cuba 
or when Castro visits Russia. The Informant* s friend stated 
that at the present time the United States has to deal with 
Castro* s Government and a few communists, but in the future the 
United. States will have to deal with the above plus Russia. 

The informant was told that individuals close to the 
informant* s friend had stated that all free men of Latin America 
believed that the United States will have to return. Cuba* s 
sovereignty to her before July 26, I960, and take Cuba out of 
the a paws of Russia. M It was felt that if the United States 
chd not take this action, it would give Fidel Castro time enough 
to sell the Island of Cuba to Russia. 

According to the informant, he was told by his friend 
to discourage Cubans from returning to Cuba at this time since 
Cuba, today, is a concentration camp for Cubans.

olitical melee today over the 
uestion of electing a Cuban 
elegate as chairman. 

By tradition, the vice chair- 
man of the Council is auto- 
matically elected chairman. 
This year, this wouldmean 
klig^lection of EnriquyfFerez- 
Wlsneroj, the Cuban delegate, 
“who was named vice chairman 
last June when hemisphere 
opinion was more favorable to 
the regime of Prime Mister 
Fidel Castro. 

It is reported that Ambassa- 
dor Walter Muller of Chile 
will run against Perez-Cis- 
neros, presumably with the 
backing of the anti-Castro 
bloc in the Council. Balloting 
will be secret. 

Normal Function Technical 

The 21-nation Council is a 
specialized subsidiary agency 
of the Organization of Amer- 
ican States, and its function is 
normally technical rather than 
political. Some Latin Ameri- 
can diplomatic sources express 
regret that the Council will 
become embroiled in a po- 
litical fight. 

However, sources hostile to 
Castro contend that the Cuban 
regime would interpret the 
election of Perez-Cisneros as a 
"defeat” for the United States 
and an endorsement for the 
economic views prevalent in 
Havana. 

Furthermore, there is wide- 
spread bitterness over a Cuban 
move to displace Chile from 
the^ rnnt-wthat country is 


scheduled to receive in the 
United Nations Security Coun- 
cil. Cuban representatives at 
the U. N. have been canvassing 
the Afro-Asian bloc for sup- 
port of a Castro-appointed 
delegate to the seat set aside 
for Latin America on the Se- 
curity Council. 

It also has been the an- 
nounced policy of the Cuban 
government to oppose use of 
the OAS as a channel for eco- 
nomic assistance to Latin 
America. Cubans contend that 
the more appropriate vehicle 
is the U. N., where the Castro 
government could hope I for 
support from both the S<wiet 
and Afro-Asian delegation*.

The Cuban Government is currently in the process 
of organizing a bank in Cuba oalled "Bank For Foreign Trade". 
Four Russians, names unknown, have been brought to Cuba 
in order to organize the bank. All public funds in Cuba 
will be placed in the bank thereby forcing all other banks 
in Cuba to go broke because of lack of funds. In approximately 
3 or 4 months, when all other banks in Cuba have gone broke, 
they will be absorbed by the "Bank For Foreign Trade". 

Recently three letters of credit have been Issued 
by Banco Pujol (Pujol Bank), Havana, Cuba, to banks in the 
Miami, Florida, area. One of the banks to whom the letter 
of credit was issued, was the Curtiss National Bank, Miami 
Springs, Florida. One of the letters of credit, bank 
unknown, was for the amount of $25,000.00. The amount of 
the letters of credit to the other two banks is unknown.

In January , i960, Legat, Havana, furnished copies of a 26-page 
memorandum outlining developments in Cuba with emphasis on communist 
infiltration of Castro regime and deteriorating economic and social 
conditions in Cuba • This memorandum was based on compilation of data

MOVIMIENTO LIBEHTADOR DE PUERTO RICO (MLPR) 


A confidential source advised on May 8, 195 9 , 
that the MLPR, formerly known as the Third Congress 
for Independence of Puerto Rico (TCIPR) was formed in 
January, 1959, by persons who had formerly been connected 
with the Accion Patriotica Revolucionaria (APR), Partido 
Independent! sta Puertorriqueno (PIP) and the Frente de 
Liberacion Nacional (FIH ) . 

The MLPR, according to the source, is the New 
York branch of the Movimiento Pro-Independencia de 
Puerto Rico (MPIPR) which is located in Puerto Rico. 

According to the source, the MLPR desires the 
independence of Puerto Rico and hopes to enlarge its 
ranks and orient the people to favor independence for 
Puerto Rico through peaceful means. The source stated 
that the MLPR leaders say privately that, if necessary, 
even violence will be utilized to gain the independence 
of Puerto Rico. 

Another confidential source advised on April 27, 
1959, the purpose of the MLPR is to gain independence 
for Puerto Rico through peaceful means with the use of 
picket lines, orientation of individuals and public 
protests. 


According to the source, the MLPR is a non-political 
group and the leaders of the organization say they will 
not use violence to obtain the independence of Puerto Rico, 
but there are individuals in the MLPR who believe in violence. 

The source advised that the MLPR does not maintain 
a headquarters office, but meets at the residences of 
various members of the MLPR.
